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CONCERNS OF THE DISTRICT

Assessor Trimble and Chief Parris
Present Their Annual Reports.

THE ASSESSED VALUATIONS

Chief Parris Asks for Increase of Tire Ap-

paratus Eenewa the Suggestion of More
Pay Tho Garbage Contract to Be Con-

tinued by tho Guaranty Company.

Assessor Trimble yesterday submitted his
annual report to tho District Commissioners.

Ho calls attention to the provision of law
that imposes an addition of 2 por cent, as
penalty to assessments upon real and per-
sonal property in cases whore one-ha- lf of tho
same shall not bo paid before tho first day of
December in each year, and a like penalty on
the first of each succeeding month until pay-
ment of snld Installment and penalty, and if
payment thereof bo not made before the 1st
day of the succeeding Juno, together with tho
one-hal- f of said original tax due before said
1st day of June, a like penalty on said last
half of tho tax, and the whole together shall
constitute the delinquent tax. Mr. Trimble
bolioves this to bo oppression and hope3 Con-
gress will modify tho law.

A strict enforcement of this law Is Impossi-
ble without a material Increase of tho clerical
force, but tho assessor prefers that tho law
bo repealed. It Is difficult, he says, to divest
a law of this character of inquisitorial and
unjust features. It is wrong in principle and
invites perjury. Under tho provisions of the
act of March 3, 1877, personal property is as-
sessed at tho rate of 61.60 on each $100 of the
assessed value, with power to distrain for col-
lection when necessary. The assessor regards
tho salaries of his official force to be too low.
Ho desires an increase, especially in the
salaries of thoso employed on expert work.
One additional elerk is askod for. Speaking
of the new assessment act, tho assessor says
it was claimed that tho assessment of real es-
tate was defective and widespread dissatisfac-
tion resulted.

The reul estato figures aro subject to re-
vision by tho board of assistant assessors, nnd
tho taxes thereon will be collected on tho 1st
of May, 1895. The net postpones, without
interest or penalty, the timo for payment of
the first half from November until May, but
the chnngo Is temporary, being for the cur-
rent fiscal year only. There is no change in
the time of payment of taxes on personalty.

chief PAnnis' BEPOnT.
In his ninth annual roport. submitted yes-

terday, Chief Parris, of the flro department,
condemns the house occupied by Engine
Company No. 2. on D street, between Twelfth
nnd Thirteenth streets, as in a miserable co-
nditionnot adapted for the purpose. Ho
recommends the erection of a suitable build-
ing as early as practicable.

The discipline of tho force during the year
has been excellent. He feels justified in say-
ing that the men have been as near perfect
as they can well bo.

Tho chief refers again to his request for an
increase of tho pay of the force to an amount
equalling 25 per cent., one-ha- lf of tne in-
crease, as heretofore stated m The Tijies, to
go to the relief fund.

Ho says there is a need for more apparatus,
The department is seriously hampered by Its
lack of apparatus, nnd an adequate number
of companies. Ho show3 this necessity by
citing the possible contingency of two or
more fires occurring nt the samo time, and
suggests that in such an emergency the pres-
ent facilities would be insufficient. He
urges that a reserve force be provided for.

The chief also calls attention to the neces-
sity for Congress to make provision for the
establishment of a permanent relief fund.

There were seven resignations, seven re-
movals, and fifteen appointments during the
year. Three men were reduced in rank.

Tho recommendation is made that a practi-
cal machinist nnd engineer be employed to
take charge of repairs to apparatus.'to re-
spond to all alarms for fire and inspect the
workings of all engines at fires; also to make
a dally tour of tho engine-hous- es for purposes
of inspection.

The recommendation is renewed for an in-
crease in the number of fire plucra, three
hundred being suggested as the number of
additions required.

Architect Brody. of the building Inspector's
office, is at work on the plans lor tbo iron

stairways with which tho Abbott,
Seaton. and Curtis School buildings, re-
spectively, are to bo soon eauipped. The stair-
ways are to bo of iron, slate steps, iron car-
riage, and wrought-iro- u balustrade. They
will bo surrounded by briok walls and there
will bo no wooden construction within tho

Tho wooden flooring in tho halls
is to bo removed and a completo, perfectly
safe fire escape within the building will thus
bo provided.

Tho garbage question was put in good
shape ynstorday by the appearanco of Presi-
dent Warfleld, of theFidellty Guaranty Com-
pany, of Baltimore, who assured the Commis-
sioners that his company is ready to aasumo
the responsibility of the contract mado by the
National Sanitary Company, for which tho
Guaranty Company beoamo surety. Tho in-

terview was brief, on account of the early de-

parture of tho train which Mr. Warfleld de-

sired to take to Baltimoro, but is was quite a
satisfactory assuranco to the Commissioners.
